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GREAT PROTESTANT VICTORY IN AUSTRALIA 


What we believe to have been the first victory on record for 
Protestantism over a powerful party dominated by the official 
agents of the Vatican was won on March 25 in the State of New 
South Wales, Australia. Let us thank God and take courage! 

In the New York “Globe,” May 11, is a long despatch from 
its Special Correspondent in Sydney, New South Wales, “the 
commercial and financial centre of Australia,” concerning the 
defeat of the Labor Party, in which its “domination by 
Roman Catholics also brought the sectarian issue fiercely into 
play.” 

It is true that there were several other causes which con- 
tributed to the happy result, but on the face of the despatch 
it would appear that “the sectarian issue” formed the last straw, 
so to speak, that broke the camel’s back. We are told: “Be- 
cause of its influence on elections in other states, and in the 
wider domain of Federal politics, the campaign was watched 
with profound interest throughout the Commonwealth.” 
* * * The opinion among Federal Nationalists is that, 
with the decisive defeat of the New South Wales labor minis- 
try, the strength of the anti-labor forces in Australia has, with 
the reflex influence of a big appeal, substantially increased, 
and that when the state elections in Queensland take place, the 
last of the labor ministries in the commonwealth will disappear. 

“With the prospect of a new government in power in New 
South Wales the commercial and financial centre of Australia, 
if not the seat of federal government, there is already a more 


buoyant feeling abroad. It has been revealed especially in 


Stock Exchange business, and in the marked keenness to 
acquire shares in industrial undertakings, in direct contrast to 
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the feeling exhibited for some time past. * * * In finance, 
in industry and in commerce there is a firmer feeling.” 

That there was urgent need for the Protestants of the State 
to fight for civil and religious liberty is shown by extracts on 
page 6, of “The Protestant World,” Sydney, of March 23, from 
a Manifesto issued by the Protestant Workman’s Federation. 
Of this, four paragraphs read: 

“Seven Ministers of the Crown are Roman Catholics; the 
Private Secretaries of practically all Ministers are Roman 
Catholics; The Profiteering Commission Staff are almost 
wholly Roman Catholics; The Head Officer, State Employ- 
ment Bureau, is a Roman Catholic; The Officer in Charge, 
Woman’s Employment Section, is a Roman Catholic; The 
Officer in Charge, Balmain Employment Section, is a Roman 
Catholic ; The Officer in Charge, State Trawling Industry, is a 
Roman Catholic; The Chairman, Public Works Committee, is 
a Roman Catholic. 

“In the Australian Labor Party Executive of 30 members, 
26 are Roman Catholics, the officers are practically all Roman 
Catholics—indeed practically every strategic Government posi- 
tion has been captured by Roman Catholics. 

“The Editors of the labor press are both Roman Catholics. 
The Labor Leaders are stuffed from top to bottom by the 
tutored representatives of Rome. Till now there cannot be 
found room for any other kind—for, says the Manifesto, 
‘At every avenue of labor publicity an expert, true and faith- 
ful Roman Catholic, stands on guard as a sentinel. Is it an 
exaggeration to say that those really play the part of agents 
for the temporal power of Rome?’ 


“These are words revealing an extraordinary condition of 
things in New South Wales. No wonder the Bishops and 
Priests are becoming impudent in their disloyal speeches, for 


they know their secret power with Government and Labor 
vassals.” 


The accompanying cartoon in “The Protestant World,” of 
the above date, doubtless did effective work in delivering the 
State of New South Wales from further domination by the 
alien-hearted and alien-allegianced high priests of Rome.

Supreme Court. The Court held the law to be a reasonable 
exercise of the State’s police power.

Voiding Civil Marriages in Austria 

A mass meeting held under the auspices of the Marriage 
Reform Society April 26, protested against a Supreme Court 
decision which, it was declared, nullified 25,000 marriages 
said a Vienna despatch in “The New York Times,” of the 
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27th. These marriages were by Catholics who were divorced 
and who later remarried under civil dispensation authorized 
by a law adopted in the early days of the Austrian Republic. 
The protest declared that the Supreme Court’s decision, ren- 
dered in a test case yesterday, made 40,000 children illegiti- 
mate. 


Russians Robbing the Virgin Mary 


When the Editor enquired of the priest of the Church of 


Our Lady of Pompeii, concerning the titular patroness of his 
church, he said that there was only one Virgin Mary, and that 


she could be prayed to at any time and in any place. It was 
only lately that Pope Pius XI appointed the Virgin Mary 
the special protectress of France, and just ten days after that 
some thieves robbed one of the churches dedicated to her in 
France itself of a large quantity of valuable jewels. And now 
comes word from Moscow under date of April 11, through the 
Associated Press, that Russian robbers (presumably brought 
up in the Holy Orthodox Church) had robbed the chapel of 
the Iberian Virgin, and “made away with jewels valued at 
5,000,000 gold rubles by stripping some of the most sacred 
ikons in Russia of their diamonds and pearls, and taking be- 
jeweled necklaces, crowns and other valuables.” 


Polish Protestants Unite 

A Warsaw despatch appeared in the “New York Herald,” 
April 10, saying that Poland’s first Protestant conference had 
passed resolutions of a strong nationalistic nature and organ- 
ized a Polish Federation of Protestant Churches, which the 
Warsaw press welcomes as a needed move against German 
influence. While Protestants in Poland average less than 10 
per cent. of the population they are an element which Cardinal 
Kakowski, Catholic Archbishop of Warsaw, recently charac- 
terized in an interview as a valuable and constructive factor 
in Polish national life. This last sentence reminds one of that 
very ancient proverb that Greeks bringing gifts, should be re- 
ceived with much caution—not to say suspicion. 
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New Jersey Huguenot Organization 

The Huguenot Society of New Jersey was formally or- 
ganized at the home of John Leonard Merrill, East Orange, 
April 13 (according to the “Jersey [City] Journal,” April 18), 
which is an anniversary of the date on which the Edict of 
Nantes was promulgated, granting freedom of worship to the 
Huguenots of France. There are hundreds of Huguenot de- 
scendants in New Jersey and it is expected that the new 
society will take rank among the leading patriotic and an- 
cestral organizations of the State. Lineal descent in either 


the male or female line from a Huguenot family which emi- 
grated to America prior to Nov. 28, 1787, constitutes the 
eligibility requirement for membership, and both men and 
women will be admitted. In his address of welcome Mr. Mer- 


rill mentioned the following names of men given by the 


Huguenots to the American Republic: Peter Faneuil, Paul 
Revere, James Bowdoin, Richard Dana, Gen. Francis Marion, 
Henry Laurens, John Jay, Elias Boudinot, and in later days, 
Dupont, Fremont, Dewey, Schley, Bayard, Girard, Vassar, 
Freneau, Thoreau and Longfellow. 


The official Catholic Directory for 1922 shows that the 
Catholic Church's gains in 1921 were 68 per cent. greater 
than in the previous vear, says the “New York Times” (April 
15). The increase in the United States proper was 219,158. 
In the United States and its possessions there are 28,558,048 
Roman Catholics, and of this number 18,104,804 are in the 
United States. The total gains were 435,189. 

There was an increase of 406 priests, the total now being 
22,040. In 1921 there were 204 new parishes established and 
8,698 young men were enrolled in the 213 theological semi- 
naries. Seven new colleges for boys and eight new academies 
for girls were built. There are 1,852,498 children in the 6,258 
free parochial schools. 

The directory gives the total Catholic population of the 
\rchdiocese of New York as 1,473,291. There are 175,538 
children under Catholic care. 2,57

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THE DEATH OF MR. HENRY STEWART 

On Wednesday, May 8, 1922, Christ’s Mission sustained 
a severe loss in the death of its treasurer, Mr. Henry Stewart. 
He had been a faithful friend of the Mission from its very be- 
ginning, and never had his help been more arduous, contin- 
uous and efficient than during the years that have passed since 
Father O’Connor’s death. He had been ill ever since last 
November. 

His end was peace. He knew Whom he had believed 
and had proved Him “able” all through the years of a long 
and strenuous life: strenuous in its effort to do good and to 
promote the interests of the Kingdom of God, in as many dii- 
ferent directions at once as lay in his power. Soon after the 
death of Pope Benedict XV, the writer called to see him, and 
said: “Well, Brother Stewart, these are the days when it is 
good that you don’t have to worry about the future of your 
soul, When Pope Benedict died the other day, after the last 
rites of his Church had been performed, and while he was in 
full possession of his faculties, he knew that he was not yet 
right with God, and asked Cardinal Sili to recommend him to 
the Virgin of Pompeii. You are a great deal better off than 
that poor unfortunate Pope.” His reply was: “No, I do not 
have any concern about those things at all. They have been 
settled long ago.” As a matter of fact, in the days of his 
youth, and since early manhood he had walked with God and 
talked with God all along life’s way. 

The funeral took place at the United Presbyterian Church, 
West 44th Street, of which he had been an attendant for very 
many years. Dr. Wallace, his pastor, conducted the service. 
Dr. Greenwood and Dr. Steen of New York, and Dr. Parker 
of Jersey City (President of the Board of Trustees of Christ’s 
Mission), paid affectionate tributes of appreciation and ad- 
miration of his personal character and of the numerous good 
works with which his life was crowded. One of these pastors 
mentioned that only a day or two before his passing, Brothez 
Stewart said: “I wonder at peopie’s remaining in the dark as 
to the future. I know where I am going!” Which reminds 
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us of one of the last sayings of D. L. Moody shortly before 
his death, “Earth is receding—Heaven is drawing near.” 

After the eulogies of the pastors, Mr. James MacFarland, 
Past Master of Lodge No. 11, of the Loyal Order of Orange- 
men, delivered an eloquent address and the proceedings in the 
Church terminated with part of the Orange ritual. Mrs. 
© Connor, Dr. Burrell, Brother Lattimer and the Editor were 
among the Christ’s Mission workers who were present. 
Owing to a misunderstanding as to the hour, Dr. Burrell did 
not arrive in time to take the part in the service that had been 
assigned to him. 


VATICAN AGENTS OUT ON THE WAR PATH 

The Apostle Peter tells us (1 Peter, v. 8) that our adver- 
sary, the devil goes about like a roaring lion, seeking whom he 
may devour. This text comes to mind when we behold the 
Vatican activities in many countries, having for their object 
the intellectual, moral and spiritual enslavement of the peo- 
ples of the earth. In the New York “Herald” (April 22) we 
read that “Soviet representatives have signed a treaty with 
the Vatican permitting Jesuits, Franciscans and Catholic sis- 
terhoods to enter Russia and carry out educational work. The 
present arrangement marks a distinct triumph for Vatican 
diplomacy and opens a new field for ecclesiastical activity.” 
The “Tablet” of the same date has a despatch from Christiania 
indicating that some Swedish people have sense enough to 
resist the admission into that country of the Brigittine nuns. 
Norway seems to be behind Sweden in intelligence on this 
point for it is stated that preparations are being “made to 
abolish the clause against the Jesuits.” This is all the more 
strange seeing that in every Catholic country that rises up 


against Vatican tyranny, the religious orders have been the 


first objects of attack, the latest conspicuous example being 
that of Portugal, in 1911. 
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A WARNING FROM SECRETARY HUGHES 


On Saturday, April 22, the Hon. Charles E. Hughes, Secre- 
tary of State, laid the cornerstone of the National Baptist 
Memorial Church to Roger Williams and Religious Liberty 
at Sixteenth Street and Columbia Road, Washington, D. C. 

Ground for the memorial was broken last April by Presi- 
dent Harding, who, with Secretary Hughes, is a member of the 
Baptist denomination. Several lineal descendants of Roger 
Williams were present at the ceremony, says the New York 
“Times,” April 23. 

“The memorial,” said Mr. Hughes, “is at once a tribute and 
a pledge. It is a tribute, in this capital where the services ana 
ideals of those who founded and preserved the Union are 
fittingly memorialized, to one of their greatest forerunners, to 
the pioneer who first in America erected the standard of re- 
ligious liberty. It is a pledge that his principles shall be held 
inviolate. 

“The conception of religious liberty is so familiar to us that 
we find it difficult to realize that it is not a natural one; that 
it is one of the late fruits of political experience, and that, 
when first declared, it was deemed of all doctrines the most 
pernicious and dangerous. It is distinctively an American 
doctrine, for here the principle first found effective expression 
in governmental institutions. 


“To the Anabaptists, the most scorned of sects, belongs the 


imperishable honor of declaring the fundamental doctrine that 
rulers of States should not intervene in affairs of conscience 
and that civil disability should not be predicated upon religious 
belief. 

“This contribution is the glory of the Baptist heritage, more 
distinctive than any other characteristic of belief or practice. 
To this militant leadership all sects and faiths are debtors. Let 
this memorial proclaim the indebtedness in the capital of the 
Republic, where the once despised dogma has become the 
foundation of the civic structure, 

“The seeds of liberty were blown across the Atlantic and 
found fruitage here. But it was a long process. The new 
world, despite its freer atmosphere, was affected by the tradi- 
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tions of the old. Freedom to worship God was one thing. 
Freedom for some one else to worship God was quite another. 

“Able, well trained, aflame with zeal, came Roger Wil- 
liams. An exile, banished by the Theocratic religionists, in 
Rhode Island he founded the Commonwealth where for the 
first time religious liberty was a foundation principle. In 1663 
his fundamental tenet was embodied in the memorable and 
discriminating language of the charter for the Colony of Rhode 
Island. 

“This was the ancestor of the provisions of our Federal 
Constitution adopted 124 years later; Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof, and of the familiar provisions of similar 
import of the respective State Constitutions. 


Inhibited From Political Action 


“This principle of our institutions also carries with it an in- 
hibition, respected by all good citizens, THAT NO ONE 
SHOULD SEEK THROUGH POLITICAL ACTION TO 
PROMOTE THE ACTIVITIES OF RELIGIOUS OR- 
GANIZATIONS, or should intrude differences of religious 
faith or practice into our political controversies. The extent to 
which we manifest that self-restraint marks our degree of at- 
tachment to the liberty we proclaim. 


Pope Leo XIII Interrupts 


“*First and foremost it is the duty of all Catholics 
worthy of thename * * * to make use of popular in- 
stitutions * * * to endeavor to bring back all civil 
society to the pattern and form of Christianity which We 
have described.’—Encyclical ‘Immortale Dei,’ 1885.— 
“Great Enc. Lett. Pope Leo XIII,” p. 132. This sentence 
follows condemnation in detail of “government of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people, liberty of conscience, lib- 
erty of worship, liberty of the press, separation of Church 
and State and exclusion of clerical influence from public 
education as driving ‘the Church into an unrightful posi- 
tion’ (p. 121). 
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Secretary Hughes Again 
“The right to religious liberty has become a truism, and 
we are so familiar with this conception that we are likely to 
forget at what cost freedom of conscience has been won, and 


also the danger to which we are constantly exposed of a re- 


crudescence of bigotry. The hardest lesson mankind has had 
to learn is that the religious truth which is held to be most 
precious cannot prosper by attempts to forcibly impose it 
upon others. Strong convictions, especially religious convic- 
tions, are apt to develop tyrannical purpose, and no faith is so 
pure but that it is ever in danger of being made the instru- 
ment of the mistaken zeal of those who wets deny to others 
the right to think as they choose. 


Pope Leo Speaks Again 


“As regards opinion, whatever the Roman Pontiffs 
have hitherto taught, or shall hereafter teach, must be 
held with a firm grasp of mind and, so often as occasion 
requires, must be openly professed. (Idem, p. 129-30.) 


Secretary Hughes Resumes 


“It is a sound instinct that couples civil and religious lib- 
erty in one phrase in our description of free institutions, how- 
ever distinct theoretically they may be. The effort to dominate 
the conscience of men by the use of civil power has always 
been destructive of civil liberty itself.

We have received the nineteenth Annual Report of this 
evangelical organization, which has been doing useful work in 
“the Neglected Continent” for thirty years. Its operations are 
carried on in Paraguay, Brazil and Argentina. The report says 
that the first three Protestant churches and a Bible training 
school for training native evangelists and pastors have been 
established in Villarrica among the Guaranis in Paraguay, the 
first three Protestant churches have been planted in N.E. 
Argentina, and another near to Concordia, in the Province of 
Entre-Rios. Medical and dispensary work at each station has 
been a means to the salvation of many souls among the 
patients. Day Schools at the stations in Paraguay and Brazil 
have been a means of bringing many young people to the 
Saviour. A characteristic item by the Rev. J. H. Allen, from 
Villarrica, Paraguay, reads thus: 

The devil is mad, and the Catholics are not a bit pleased at 
us. They are beginning to take us seriously. They are pub- 
lishing a weekly paper here now—“E] Sembrador” (The Sower), 


which declares that its chief object is to attack us, and they 


certainly are doing it. The present tide is setting strongly 
against the Church, although no earthly tide sets for the Lord, 
and the Villarrica Catholics put the blame, probably justly, in 
part at least,on us. The anti-church party is now victorious in 
politics, and the Church dare not attempt open violence any 
more ; but they blame us for it because we have weakened their 
hold. The priests are preaching openly against us in the 
church—can't say that I blame them, for it cannot be agree- 
able to them to see us occupying the plaza regularly. 
sut their “Sembrador” is making many people ask ques- 
tions, and I believe I am truthful in saying that the young fel- 
lows around town sing and whistle the Gospel hymns at least 
as much as the popular songs. Good reason, their worldly 
amusements come only occasionally, while they hear us all the 
time.

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PROTESTANT CATSPAWS FOR THE VATICAN? 


It is a matter of common knowledge that the agents of the 
Vatican have fairly honeycombed the Anglican Church in 
Great Britain with persons who may be described as over 75 
per cent. Roman Catholics, and at brief intervals the Papal 
organs record the “going over” when the 100 per cent. mark 
is reached. There is abundant evidence that at least a fair 
degree of success has been attained among the clergy and 
membership of the “dissenting” bodies. As long ago as 1910 
when the Foreign Missions Conference met in convention at 
Edinburgh, Scotland, all the people of “The Neglected Con- 
tinent” of South America were deliberately abandoned by the 
Convention to the “spiritual ministrations” of the Roman 
Church. The Vatican political-religious machine was de- 
scribed by some imaginative speaker as a “Christian” organi- 
zation, in the face of facts known to every traveller that has 
ever visited those lands—after 400 years of the “baptized” 
paganism” of Rome. 

When the American Army gave the coup de grace to 
the Central Powers, there was every prospect that the Ameri- 
can brand of democracy would become paramount in every 
country in continental Europe. Until that time the English 
brand was the only kind of which the continent had any real 
knowledge—and not over-much of that. Still as compared 
with Germany, Austria, Turkey and Russia, England was a 
“free” country, in which the people exercised a control over 
the government far more effective than in any of the contin- 
ental nations. 

While France was a republic in name, its “democracy” was 
largely made up of anti-clericalism and anti-monarchism. 
The real government was largely in the hands of political 
groups dominated by Paris and the large cities. Ministers 
often rose and fell in what might almost be called private 
battles between groups of politicians on matters in which the 
people had little interest, if any at all. Indeed, today there is 
little change in the method of government from that of Napo- 
leon III. Men have changed, but little else—so far as the real 
people of the nation are concerned. 
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The collapse of the Central Powers filled all the reac- 
tionists in every capital with consternation, not omitting Paris 
and London. But the clerical reactionists saw the greatest 
menace. The people of England still tolerated the incubus of 
a State Church, in spite of all their boasted liberty and free- 
dom, but the warriors from the United States 





a nation which 
had made the Separation of Church and State one of the 
corner-stones of its political system had really placed the 
American people at the head of all the European countries— 
England, France and Italy included. 

Hence desperate—and successful—efforts to defeat the 
American League-of-Nations plan; reactionaries here—many 
of them of alien allegiance—coming consciously or uncon- 
sciously to the aid of European imperialists and theocratic 
autocracies, to save the stricken nations of Europe from the 
American brand of democracy. 

Then, after the Armistice American Protestant mission- 
aries. Worse than ever! Here were exponents not only of 
religious liberty for the citizen, but the liberty of the children 
of God for the soul. 

Fulminations from Papal high prelates against efforts to 
take the Gospel to the priest-ridden millions of Central 
Europe failed. And the latest development is that an effort 
is being made to keep American Protestant missionaries out 
of Europe by other means. Inasmuch as American mission- 
aries because of their freedom from State control are those 
most feared by the Vatican, that power seems to be trying to shut 
them out of Europe by using its Protestant and “High 
Church” allies in Great Britain to make a plea for regional 
control by them under the slogan, “Europe for the Europeans!” 


“The Free Methodist” (Chicago), March 14, says: The Illi- 
nois constitutional convention last week, approved the read- 
ing of the Bible without comment in the public schools.

Protestants often wonder why there are so many statues 
and crucifixes in Roman Catholic churches, in view of the 
terms of the foregoing texts, and usually set-:it down to ignor- 
ance of the Scriptures themselves. Of course it is well known 
that the Church authorities do not, as a general thing, en- 
courage the reading of the Bible by the laity, in spite of one or 
two official pronouncements by Popes in recent years to a 
contrary effect. If the Church really wished the people to 
read the Bible it would see, to begin with, that every child 
was taught to read as early in life as possible. As a matter of 
fact the percentage of illiteracy in “Catholic” countries is one 
of the most conspicuous features of community life. The 
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writer not long ago saw a woman kneeling down before a 
large crucifix in a church, apparently praying to a Christ on 
the Cross and a dead Christ at that. How sad to think that 
she apparently did not know that the real Son of God is alive 
forever more, and not only willing, but able to do for her far 
more than she could ask or think. If she had known that, she 
would have also known that it was quite enough for her to 
pray to Him right in her own home, without having to go to 
any church at all. 

And one said unto him: Behold thy mother and thy breth- 
ren stand without, seeking thee. But he answering him that 
told him, said: Who is my mother, and who are my brethren? 
And stretching forth his hand towards his disciples, he said: 
Behold my mother and my brethren. For whosoever shall do 
the will of my Father, that is in heaven, he is my brother and 
sister, and mother.—Matthew xii, 47-50. 

It is quite evident from this text that our Lord did not 
give His mother any such place as the priests of Rome have 
given her. Although He was, while on the earth a dutiful son 
to His parents—being “subject unto them’”—during His min- 
istry He never elevated her into any conspicuous position, 
even before His disciples. And on the one recorded occasion 
when she did make a more or less public request of Him, He 
did not immediately grant it, nor did His reply suggest 
pleasure of her action. The fact is that never once did Christ 
suggest the need of any intermediary between any person and 
Himself, either then or at any future time. On the contrary, 
the New Testament contains many instances in which He 
took special trouble to deal personally with those who needed 
His help. Perhaps the two most conspicuous examples are His 
interviews with the Samaritan (heretic) woman at Jacob’s 
well—a woman of shady reputation—and Zaccheus, a more or 
less “renegade” Jew who collected taxes for a pagan Emperor. 
He said Himself that He came to “seek” the lost. And He 
actually did so when on earth, and as He is the same yester- 
day, to-day and forever, He has the same attitude to every sin- 
ner now. And there is no need to use pictures or images, or 
saints or angels or the Virgin Mary as mediums of approach. 
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He says Himself, “Come to me, all you that labor, and I will 
refresh you” (Matt xi, 28). 

Thousands of people who were brought up in the 
Roman Church have proved to the joy of their souls here in 
this life the truth of this promise of our Lord; and if you do 
not ENJOY the religion that has been taught you in the 
Roman Church, pass by that Church, and get the blessing that 
you desire, from our Lord Himself by putting Him to the test 
in respect of this promise. 


A NEW ITALIAN VERSION OF THE BIBLE 

All friends of Christ’s Mission will rejoice to learn that 
a version of the Bible Has been published in Italy which 
has apparently the characteristics to make it endure. The 
trans:ator, Dr. Luzzi, was the Italian associate editor of 
“The Bible Magazine,’ the predecessor of “The Biblical 
Review,” the splendid quarterly issued by Dr. Wilbert W. 
White’s Bible Teachers’ Training School. It is not surpris- 
ing that the Scriptures prove a point of fraternal contact 
when read by devout men of unreconciled branches of the 
Church, as is indicated by the lines below, from “The Con- 
gregationalist.” Reconciliation is to be founded on a spirit- 
ual rather than on an institutional basis, and nothing makes 
for this so powerfully as the thoughtful reading of the Scrip- 
tures: 

“It is pleasant to get testimony from Signor V. Alberto 
Costabel, the Waldensian pastor and leader now in this country, 
of the growth among the Roman Catholic laity of Italy of a 
tolerant and appreciative attitude toward Protestantism. Not 
all the friendliness engendered from standing shoulder to 
shoulder during the war is disappearing now that officers 
and men are resuming their former ecclesiastical relation- 


ships in their home cities and towns. To be sure, elements 
in the ancient hostility remain, as evidenced by the Pope’s 
recent banning of the Y. M. C. A. On the other hand, a re- 
cent translation of the Bible by Dr. Giovanni Luzzi, which 
Signor Costabel says is the best Italian version now extant, 
has won the approval of many Roman Catholic priests and 
former chaplains, some of whom have written letters ex- 
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pressing the wish that copies of the new rendering could 
have supplanted some of the low literature which found alto- 
gether too much circulation in the trenches. As in this 
country, so in Italy, hope lies in the leavening influence of 
open-minded and forward-looking Roman Catholic laymen 
upon the Church and its hierarchy. Some wealthy Catholics 
have contributed of late to the support of the Waldensian 
undertakings. The sturdy little flock which dates from 1165 
and numbers to-day forty thousand members is itself rais- 
ing to-day a considerable portion of its budget, and only 
asks aid from America to help provide for the younger gener- 
ation some of the essentials upon which the Church to-day 
must rely in order to make its ministrations effective.” 


A CALL TO ALL PROTESTANT WOMEN 


The thirty-first Continental Congress of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution opened in Washington, April 17, 
and in her opening address, Mrs. George Maynard Minor said 
some things that every Protestant woman should take to heart, 
especially in view of the pernicious activities of the new hy- 
phenate Sinn Fein-German party to obtain control of the next 
Congress. In mentioning various dangers that menaced the 
Republic at the present time, she said, as reported in “The 
Christian Science Monitor” (April 17): 

“Our country is assailed by another danger, the slacker 
vote. The last census shows that out of 54,421,832 eligible 
voters, 27,763,966 did not take the trouble to cast their votes. 
Women must bear the full share of responsibility. 

“Put up clean, honest, fearless men for office and then go 
and vote for them. Let us be found among the intelligent, 
loyal and constant voters everywhere in our own community. 
Let us put courageous men in office who are not afraid to re- 
fuse to put the base dollar mark on patriotism; who are not 
afraid of the soldier vote or the Irish vote, or the German 
vote, or the farmer vote or any other bloc of votes, but dare to 
serve the best interest of the country. 

“Another insidious danger assailing democracy is the 
slacker home. It is said the American home is going into the 
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discard. Are we American women no longer guardians of the 
American home? It does require a determined act of faith to 
believe that the American home will survive the automobile 
and the ‘movies,’ the thirst for pleasure and diversion, the rest- 
less urge of a world not yet stabilized after a universal con- 
vulsion, yet I have that faith. 

‘Let us also strive to keep the truth in American history. 
There are those who are attempting to distort it to pander to 
their hatred of England under the guise of love for America.” 

It behooves all Protestant women to heed the warnings of 
these last two paragraphs. And in regard to the preservation 
of the American home, the most effective ways are to go back 
to the old American ideas of the Bible teaching for the chil- 
dren, the sanctity of the Sabbath, and attendance of the 
parents at the church services and of the children at Sunday 
school. Also they should make it part of their duty as indi- 
viduals to bear witness to the Catholic wives and mothers of 
their acquaintance of the truths of the evangelical faith, for 
it must be remembered that—with enough exceptions to prove 
the rule—the parish priest (the official representative of an 
alien political institution using a religious cult as a mask) 
is the supreme authority in every one of them. Also that the 
political principles laid down by Popes Pius IX and Leo XIII 
are held, if not openly taught, by every teacher in every paro- 
chial school.

A PREDICTION BY GENERAL U. S. GRANT 

In an address to the Army of the Tennessee, September, 
1875, General Grant said: 

“If we are to have another contest in the near future of 
our national existence, I predict that the dividing line will 
not be Mason and Dixon’s, but between patriotism and in- 
telligence on the one side, and superstition, ambition and 
ignorance on the other. Now, in this centennial year of our 
national existence, I believe it is a good time to begin the 
work of strengthening the foundation of the house com- 


menced by our patriotic forefathers one hundred years ago at 


Concord and Lexington. Let us all labor to add all needful 
guarantees for the more perfect security of free thought; free 
speech and free press; pure morals, unfettered religious senti- 
merfts, and of equal rights and privileges to all men, irre- 
spective of nationality, color and religion. Encourage free 
schools, and resolve that not one dollar of money appropriated 
to their support, no matter how raised, shall be diverted to the 
support of any sectarian school. Resolve that neither the 
State nor Nation, or both combined, shall support institutions 
of learning other than those sufficient to afford to every child 
growing up in the land the opportunity. of a good common 
school education, unmixed with sectarian, pagan or atheisti- 
cal tenets. Leave the matter of religion to the family altar, 
the church, and the private school, supported entirely by pri- 
vate contributions. Keep the Church and State forever sepa- 
rate. With these safeguards, I believe the battles which 
created the Army of the Tennessee will not have been fought 
in vain.”—(Converted Catholic, June, 1897.) 
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K. OF C. IGNORANCE OF HISTORY 

James A. Flaherty, Supreme Knight of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus, spoke at the 25th anniversary banquet of the Salve 
Regina Council K. of C., at the Hotel Astor, New York, and is 
quoted by “The New York Times” of April 27, 1922, as having 
said: 

“She (Lady Astor) must know that religion has nothing 
whatever to do with civic rights in these United States. Catho- 
lics and Protestants together founded America.” As we must 
assume that Mr. Flaherty spoke in good faith, this statement 
shows his absolute ignorance of the history of this country. 
This nation was founded by the Pilgrims and the Puritans, and 
no Catholics had any part in the execution of the pact signed 
on the Mayflower, or in founding any of the New England 
political communities. The only Catholic (the exception, per- 
haps, to prove the rule) who could by any stretch of the 
imagination be regarded as one of the founders of the nation 
was Lord Baltimore, although he did not arrive until after the 
Old Dominion had been “founded” by representatives of the 
Cavaliers, just as the New England communities had been 
“founded” by representatives of the Roundheads. His chief 
distinction lay in his insertion in the charter of his own colony 
(almost, one might say, a private enterprise) a clause providing 
for religious liberty, a principle hated by his Church as miuch 
in those days as it isin these. In our own time Pope Leo XIII 
condemned it in his Encyclical “Immortale Dei” (1885) as one 
of those modern conceptions of government that drove his 
Church “into an unrightful position.” It may be added that 
Mr. Flaherty himself does not enjoy religious liberty, in that 
he is forbidden by the hierarchy of his Church to obtain any 
first-hand information of any religious cult but his own by 
hearing any of the propagandists thereof; if he should marry a 
Protestant woman, he would become a virtual pariah so far as 
the Knights of Columbus are concerned ; if he joined a Presby- 
terian church he might be thankful if “liberty-loving” Catho- 
lics did not combine to destroy his business, if he has one. As 
he cannot marry a lady of whom his Church disapproves, 
neither can he read any book that the priests to whom he has 
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been educated to commit his conscience regard as likely to dis- 
turb his “faith” in their autocratic “say-so” in matters of 
philosophy or history or any field of thought or speculation. If 
representatives of his Church had really taken any part worth 
mentioning in the “founding” of this Republic civil and reli- 
gious liberty would have long ago disappeared from the na- 
tional horizon. Furthermore, had Columbus himself really 
founded this nation, not-a single Irishman would have been 
allowed to settle in the country at all; that is, if he had con- 
ducted his government along the lines adopted by the Span- 
iards later in their colonies in South America. 

And yet Mr. Flaherty and a number of his friends who are 
probably more ignorant of the history of this country than he 
is, are undertaking to correct history books written by scholars 
and men who really knew what they were writing about, 


in order to further the political purposes of the Papacy ! 


One Woolsey Teller writes to the New York “Sun” under 
date April 25, to say that Franklin, Paine, Jefferson and Wash- 
ington were neither Protestants nor Catholics. Neither were 
they “founders” of the country, though they constructed a new 
political system for it. Their work was built upon the founda- 
tions laid by the Protestant Puritans and Cavaliers more than 
a hundred years before the Revolution.

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A CATHOLIC NOVEL OF CONVENT LIFE 


In view of the fact that there were never so many people 
in this country more or less awake to the menace of the Papal 
Peril as there are today the appearance of this book is very 
timely. While it is true that it is the political aspect of the 
Peril that is receiving most attention, a rapidly developing 
movement for the evangelization of the Roman Catholic peo- 
ple, finding expression in the Evangelical Protestant Society, 
indicates that many Christian people have visualized the complete 
circle of Father O’Connor’s life-work. 

No Protestant could have written “Vocations,” by Gerald 
©’Donovan (Boni and Liveright, New York, Price, $2.00). 
Furthermore, it seems a strange thing that any “mere man” 
could have written with so much evident accuracy of detail 
the description of the mind workings of so many different 
women of such widely differing types—to say nothing of the 
delineations of character presented by the priests who appear 
in the story. As one reads the book one is struck by what 
may be termed the “naturalness’ of the story itself and of 
the words and actions of all the men and women presented. 

Anyone who expects to find anything of the “revelation” or 
“exposure” nature (as those terms are usually understood) 
will be disappointed. Yet, taken as a whole, the book itself 
constitutes an abundant demonstration of 

1. The spiritual bankruptcy of the Church itself. 

. The pernicious effects of Roman Catholic education, 
so-called, in the creation of the men and women de- 
scribed : 

3. The cruelty of the whole system of compulsory celi- 
bacy in respect of both sexes: 

. The total failure of vows and celibate life to change 
the principles and mental make-up of men and 
women. 

And these three lead up to 

5. The menace to the American body politic—or any 
community based upon American social and politi- 
cal ideals—involved in the allowing of children to 
receive their “education” from such people 
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Perhaps, as a piece of enlightening propaganda, its greatest 
force lies in the absence of sensational episodes or sensational 
utterances, or bizarre characters. Any Salvation Army officer 
or mission worker with ten years experience, has met all the 
types presented, outside a convent, and will feel that under the 
given circumstances, such persons would say and do much the 
same things related by the author. In brief, a true story of 
real people. 

Mrs. Curtin, the wife of a well-to-do shopkeeper in a small 
Irish town, whose stock included an important percentage of 
intoxicating liquors, was herself a typical product of convent 
education, so far as her mind—or what there was of it—and 
soul were concerned. She had two daughters—Winnie and 
Kittvy—each of whom was “given to God”—to be nuns— 
from their birth. They received instruction in music and 
other accomplishments in convent schools, and effective meas- 
ures were taken to prevent opportunities for either of them to 
“receive attentions” from any young men of their acquaint- 
ance, among whom they obtained the reputation of being 
“stuck up.” In their living rooms over the store (from which 
they were carefully excluded) the only man ever received as a 
guest was a priest, with whom Winnie fell in love. His char- 
acter is thus described: 

“He looked on every woman with the eye of desire, but 
exercised a wise discrimination before going farther. He 
recognized that some women had stupid affectations of virtue 
which made them impregnable; but the confessional often 
gave him a key to more easy virtue, or to the still more attrac- 
tive innocence; and the freedom of intercourse allowed to a 
priest furnished almost indefinite opportunity. He seldom 


dropped the cloak of religion, and his carefully graduated 
series of affairs, ranging from holding of hands to adultery, 
never resulted in scandal.” 


Protestants who read this book will be interested in the 
revelation it affords of the working of the minds of priests 
away from the direction usually ascribed to them. Although 
Mr. Curtin was not enthusiastic over Winnie’s becoming a 
nun, he raised no objection, although he was opposed to com- 
pulsion being used upon her. He had other ideas about Kitty, 
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however, and, looking chiefly to the future of his prosperous 
business after his death, made arrangements with the other 
most prosperous merchant in the place looking to her mar- 
riage with his only son. As an individual, the son, however, 
found no favor in Kitty’s eyes, and she said so in tones that 
meant finality, causing her father much anger. Kitty went to 
talk the matter over with Father Brady, the parish priest, 
and his side of the conversation is interesting—especially 
sain spots. For example: “Nuns are the best people in the 
world in their own way, though it often passes the wit of man 
to know what way it is—many of ’em any way. * * * 
The most hardened sinner on earth is the father or mother 
that is certain sure it is doing right for its child. They are so 
full of the feeling of virtue they have no room for any thought 
of sin. Every fresh wrong is another step up the ladder of 
grace. It’sa queer world, glory be to God. Good people, too, 
that wouldn’t throw a lump of soft clauber at a cat, for fear 
of hurting it, will torture a soul or two without turning a hair.” 

Both Winnie and Kitty entered the convent, one of the 
final considerations with Winnie being apparently that Father 
Burke would be her confessor. Kitty, however, soon made up 
her mind to regain her freedom and the Reverend Mother got 
Father Brady to deal with her. He told her as she had taken 
her vows she would have to keep them—‘“what is forty or 
fifty years compared with eternity?” “It’s my life! * * * 
God didn’t give me life to stifle it. You say you knew I never 
had a vocation. Didn’t God know that better than you? 
Would you hold me to a promise I made through a mistake? 
Is He likely to? * * * You say He wants to strangle me, 
but I feel He wants me to live. I can’t explain, but I know it, 
I know it!” 

Among other things in his reply the old priest said: “TI 
admit it’s a bit hard on a girl to hold her to vows she took in 
ignorance; that, ina way, she was fooled into taking. I wish 
myself there never was a convent in the world. They’re 
foolish things at the best; and, at the worst, they don’t bear 


thinking of. Still, a vow is a vow, and we must abide by the 
law of the Church. * * * Everything’ll be clear to you 
when you get to Heaven. ‘And if you'll have to suffer a little 
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misery in the convent itself, you’d have to put up with more 
outside.” 

When Father Burke was promoted to another parish Win- 
nie almost collapsed after a secret interview with him outside 
the convent in the middle of the night, where she was found 
asleep on the grass by Father Brady on his return from the 
death bed of his brother who had died at half-past three. She, 
however, was content to remain in the convent. 

Kitty’s father came to the convent and took her away on 
the evening of the appointed day after providing for her jour- 
ney to Dublin by the night mail, and having obtained the aid 
of a Dublin man to obtain lodging for her with a respectable 
woman who would meet her at the train on her arrival. 

As he accompanied her away from the gate he explained 
that he had arranged things this way because the whole town 
would be against her. “There’s Joe Duggan (the young man 
her father had wished her to marry) now, that I thought 
the world and all of. An hour ago I asked him if he would 
marry you, and believe me or no, he shirked it. I could see 
the desire of it in his eyes, but the courage failed him. And he 
thinks he’s a free man, chairman of the Town Board now and 
a desperate politician that would die for the rights of man, 
and all that. Offered to pay me back to-morrow what he owes 
me—all in deadly fear: ‘a vowed nun,’ he said, green in the 
face.” 


The character of the Reverend Mother (seventy years old) 


is by no means unattractive, and she is evidently no stranger 
to some, at least, of the ideas held by Father Brady. Not so 
agreeable are those of some of the other women who adminis- 
ter the affairs of the convent. As to the nuns we read: “All 


the nuns she had known seemed to twine into an immense 
tree against the smoke screen that hung over the river. Faces 
hung out; the patient, the resigned, the heroic, the stinted, the 
rebellious, the indulgent, the repressed, the merely futile; 
those who loved God in fear, the sexless, the sexed; many 
lovable. All seemed so much human waste. And with a 
slight shifting of the screen, tortured as well, She shuddered 


* * * A tortured human waste heap.” 
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In our opinion the strength of the book as a piece of effec- 
tive propaganda lies in its moderation of language and inci- 
dent, and the naturalness of expression on the part of all the 
persons we see. 

We agree with the distinguished critic of the “Westminster 
Gazette” that Gerald O’Donavan astonishes by the com- 
pleteness of his mastery both of material and form, and that 
not one person out of fifty will read this tremendously inter- 
esting novel without feeling the strongest impulse to imme- 
diately recommend it to his best friend. It is no over-state- 
ment to say that “Vocations” is of the same stuff and quality 
as many of the classics that have made English literature 
glorious. And even “Punch,” the London “comic” weekly, 
says that it is “a book that no one who reads it will ever for- 


get. 


But alas, for the tragedy of it all! The blighted, wasted 
lives—at the best: indeed, worse than wasted, because in 
many individual cases to such women as we see in this book 
are committed the plastic minds of children at the most im- 
pressionable age. Without God, as revealed to us in the Holy 
Scriptures, and without hope in the world, either for themselves 
or anyone else. 

One effect of the book upon every reader who gains from 
it a new revelation of the practical working out of the teach- 
ings of the Roman Church, should be to inspire him with a 
fresh pity and sympathy for these men and women having a 
zeal for God (in many cases), but not according to knowledge 
of Him and His real character, but according to the hideous 
caricature presented by the priests and theologians of Rome. 
And let us hope that each individual so inspired will lose no 
time in finding a way to point his Catholic friends and ac- 


quaintances to the real Christ whose salvation is a satisfying 


portion here, and a source of continual joy and peace in daily 


intercourse with Him. 
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BREEZE-BLOWN STRAWS 

It is not surprising that an Irishman, inflamed against the 
Church, and particularly against the priesthood and nun- 
neries, should write a novel—‘“The Globe” (New York), 
April 15, 1922.

J. M. Kerrigan, Irish actor, talking about James Joyce’s 
“The Portrait of the Artist as a Young Man,” said that he 
could not understand the move to suppress the book. “Joyce,” 
he said, “is a Catholic. Only he likes to confess in public. 
‘The Portrait of the Artist as a Young Man’ is sacramental, 
not sacrilegious.”"—‘*New York Times,” April 30, 1922.
